ARTISTIC BRICKWORK. 


Bint* for Fenioa* Who Think at Cm. 
•tructlnr » Fireplace. 


There f«ems to be a general Ides that 


the brick work about a fireplace must 
end a short distance above the open- 
tog; but in that case the best effector 
the brickwork is lost. In the case men- 
tioned, it is carried up to a height of 
over six feet, forming a mantel and a 
handsome panel above, in which may 
be placed with excellent effect a mar- 
ble clock. The opening in the fireplace is 
three feet wide and three feet high, and 
has a number of courses of bricks above 
the open ng- that is shown In the cut. 
The punt 1 is three inches deep, and Che 
upper course of brick in the mantel 


projects three inches, giving a mantel 
of six inches; but the design is to have 
a slab of red granite fitted above the 
projecting bricks which will project an 
inch over the upper course. 


The bricks are dark red pressed, laid 


in red mortar, made by mixing day Vene- 
tian red paint with common mortar 
It will take 4UO pressed brick to 
construct such a chimney and man- 
tel, the backing of course being 
done with common brick, and about !i."> 
pounds of Venetian red to color the 
mortar. The brickwork should project 
a little into the room, to give the best 
effect. 
In the back of the panel may 


be set'a mirror of plate glass which 
will 'very beautifully reflect the color 
of the brickwork. Old-fashioned brass 
andirons with shovel and tongs will go 
admirably with 
such a fireplace.—

WELDLESS STEEL CHAINS.

This inventor takes a 
bar rolled to a similar shape as at 
Birmingham, and feeds it between two 
carefully adjusted wheels driven by 
(fearing and having1 on their peripheries 
cavities und projections corresponding 
to tho form of a link. The metal is hot 
when this ruaajjjnlated. One squeeze 
nearly compleMsJ&ie chain, but the lat- 
ter has to go thronjfh two more opera- 
tions ent irely to detach the links and 
press tht m into the desired shape. A 
•peed of twelve feet a second between 
the moulding- rolls is allowable, al- 
though letter work is done at a lower 
rate.—N. Y. Tribune.

Horace Clark, a ~Lad of Seven Yexrs. Car- 


ried Off !>7 Hone Traders, Movers 


or Gypftfes. 


Last Saturday Horace Clark, aged 7 


years, son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles D. 
Clark, prominent people in Peoria, dis- 
appeared from his home in Peoria, ace 
is still missing. 


This morning at an early hour Mrs. 


Clark, who is neariy distracted over the 
loss of her little boy. accompanied by R. 
N. Bailey. Richard Fardon and Officer 
L. V. Snider, all Peoria people, arrived in 
Decatur from Lincoln by ..way of Spring 
field, and immediately sought the assis- 
tance of the 
police officers to aic 


in the search for Horace. This is in 
brief the story cf the diappearance of 
the boy as told by the Peoria Journal. 


The seven-year-old son of Mr. anc 


Mrs. Charles D. Clark, of No. 217 Xorth 
street, has been missing since Saturday 
forenoon, and much anxiety is arousec 
over the matter, and a general search is 
in coarse. 


Saturday morning the parents of the 


lad l«»ft for Deer Creek, Taze well county 
leaving the boy Horace at home with his 
sister and a servant. The lad disap- 
peared during the forenoon, but was 
seen at a Main street grocery at eleven 
o'clock of the same day, and later with 
a son of E. L. Wright, a railroader. 


3 lie parents were notified when their 


boy failed to show up at night time, and 
they arrived home Sunday morning. 


Tie country is being searched in every 


direction far and near, bat up till this 
afternoon no tidings of the lost boy have 
been received. The city offers a reward 
of 350 for the discovery of the child, or 
for information that will disclose his 
whereabouts. 


It was to-day discovered that C. D 


Clark's little son, who has been missing, 
was seen following two movers" wagons 
across the river. All such wagons will 
be under surveillance. There are search- 
ers out in every direction. 


Mr. Bailey is the Peoria gentleman 


who first discovered 
the fact that 


the boy bad gone toward Deer Creek to 
find his mother. He got the clue Mon- 
day evening from Mr. Smith's son, who 
said he had seen Horace in East Peoria; 
and later Mr. Lawrence saw him on the 
bridge. That was at noon Saturday. 
Then the boy was heard of at the Zim- 
merman house, the boy saying that he 
wanted to go up a favorite road nutting. 
He totally disappeared at the top of a 
hill not far from the Zimmerman house, 
and when next heard of he was six 
miles away with £. party of movers, horse 
traders or gypsies. Reports gave it that 
there were five men and five women in 
the party of strollers, who had several 
covered wagons and a platform spring 
wagon, besides four or five horses trail- 
ing behind. At the town of Tremont 
the boy was again heard of as being 
with the movers, and he was seen at 
the Mackinaw ford out on the tongue of

Within four miles of Lincoln Tuesday 
afternoon the movers were again heard 
of, and it was also learned that there 
was a man in the partj who went ahead 
to inquire of strangers if anybody had 
been that way lookikg for anybody that 
had been lost.
